TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF FORWARDING CONTRACT 


American Express Company (hereinafter called “the Com- 
pany”’) agrees to act as foreign freight forwarding agent with 
respect to the goods described on’ the face hereof upon the 
following terms and conditions, which shall be binding upon 
the owner, the shipper, the consignee and all other parties to 
the transaction (hereinafter called collectively “the Sender”) : 


l(a). The Company acts only as a foreign freight for- 
warding agent. As such it undertakes only to arrange the 
handling, transportation, storage and insurance of the goods 
by others and the collection by others of C.0.D, and other 
payments, pursuant to instructions of the Sender, The Com- 
pany shall not be liable as an ocean, rail, truck, lighter, air, 
express or other carrier, freight forwarder, warehouseman, 
underwriter, banker or otherwise for any damage or loss suf- 
fered by the Sender unless suffered solely as a result of the 
negligence or other fault of the Company. 


1(b). The Company shall not be liable for loss, damage, 
delay or misdelivery of the goods, even if its own negligence 
was the sole cause thereof, in excess of the fair market value 
at U. S. port of the goods affected or five hundred dollars per 
package, whichever is less. In no event shall the Company be 
liable in any amount for consequential damages sustained 
because of loss or damage to or delay or misdelivery of the 
goods, 


2. Unless otherwise specially instructed on the face 
hereof, the Company may receive bills of lading and other 
shipping documents and arrange for the transportation of the 
goods either in the name of the Sender or in the name of the 
Company. 


3. Unless otherwise specially instructed on the face hereof, 
the Company may accept bills of lading and other shipping 
documents covering the goods which limit the liability of the 
issuers thereof and which subject the goods and the handling 
thereof to other terms and conditions of the issuers. The 
valuations stated by the Sender on the face hereof shall be 
considered as stated solely for customs and insurance (if re- 
quested) purposes, in the absence of special instructions of 
the Sender requiring the Company to obtain valued shipping 
documents. 


4. Unless otherwise specially instructed on the face hereof, 


the Company may designate other foreign freight forwarding 
agents, including The American Express Company, Inc. and 
other affiliates of the Company, to provide forwarding serv- 
ices with respect to the goods outside the United States of 
America and Canada. In such event, agents so designated 
shall be deemed agents of the Sender pursuant hereto. 


5(a). The Company shall not arrange for any insurance 
on the goods unless instructions to insure are given by the 
Sender in the space reserved on the face hereof. If such in- 
structions are given, insurance will be arranged with one or 
more insurance companies or other underwriters to be se- 


lected by the Company. Such insurance will be governed by . 
the certificates or policies actually issued, and will be effective 
only when the risk has been accepted by such i insurance com- 
panies or tinderwriters. 


5(b). Marine i insurance generally does not cover losses 
resulting from theft, pilferage, breakage, leakage or other — 
special risks, If protection’ against such hazards is desired 
it must be specifically requested on the face hereof, 


6. The Company may at any time demand that the Sender 
advance any or-all of the expenses. of forwarding the goods, 
including service charges of the Company, and need not incur 
or, pay, any expenses until receipt.of the advance demanded. 


7. The Company shall have a general lien on any prop- 
erty of the Sender under its control for‘all claims for expenses 
and service charges incurred in connection with any ship- 
ments of the Sender. If any such claim remains unpaid for 
thirty days after demand is made, the Company may sell the

or private sale, without notice to the Sender, and apply the 
net proceeds of such sale to the payment of its claims. 


8. If the goods or any part thereof are refused at des- 
tination, or remain unclaimed at destination or at any trans- 
shipping point in the course of transit, or are returned for 
any reason or are confiscated by any government, the Sender 
shall nevertheless pay the Company all its expenses and ser- 
vice charges.
